Legendary

In a 4-3 decision on Tuesday, 
the Inkster Board of Education 
decided not to renew the con¬ 
tract of legendary basketball 
coach and Inkster High athle¬ 
tic director George Thompson. 

The board vote came as a 
surprise to Thompson, who has 
served the school district as an 
educator-coach-athletic direc¬ 
tor for more than three de¬ 
cades. 

“I planned to retire in 
June,” said Thompson, “but 
now I may consider other op¬ 
tions.” 

Thompson said that his dis¬ 
missal came as a surprise 
since school is scheduled to 
open for the 1999-2000 school 
year next week. He said that 
he did not know whether the 
position would be filled, and 
that there was speculation the 
board may have “someone else 


coach is surprised, frustrated 


in mind.” 

Asked whether this was yet 
another financial move by the 
board to balance the budget 
because the school district is 
having money problems, 
Thompson replied: “I don’t 
think so.” 

“I offered them some op¬ 
tions, such as handling the 
AD’s responsibility on a part 
time basis, but I didn’t get a 
positive response. They just 
wanted to get rid of me. And I 
definitely will seek legal opin¬ 
ion.” 

Thompson has had great 
success with the high school’s 
basketball programs of the 
past. He has coached some of 
the finest basketball talent in 
the state, players such as 
Eartha Faust, Dwayne Fox, 
Barry Hardy and “Bo” Dukes: 
All starred in college; some 
went on to play professionally. 

“I have spent 34 years of my 
life involved with sports and 


the athletic programs of the 
Inkster School District, and I 
look back with satisfaction and 
joy at the accomplishments we 
have made in the district since 
I began, first as a coach, later 
as athletic director. 

“When I started, the junior 
high school only offered one 
sport - boys’ basketball. We 
now have eight sports at that 
level. In addition to basket¬ 
ball, we have track, wrestling, 
and football as well as girls’ 
basketball, volleyball, softball, 
track and wrestling,” 
Thompson pointed out. 

Thompson said that despite 
the school district’s financial 
crunch, he has managed to 
maintain a viable athletic pro¬ 
gram and also managed to re¬ 
furbish and improve athletic 
facilities through contribu¬ 
tions and volunteers. He 
pointed to the new football 
field press box, a first- class 
sound system in the gymna¬ 


sium, weight rpom, batting 
cage, pitching machine, new 
baseball diamond and dugouts 
and a first-class eight-lane 
polyurethane track. 

Thompson also said one of 
his final appointments was to 
name Alvin “Bo” Dukes as 
head varsity basketball coach. 
Dukes was a standout member 
who led the teams of the 1970’s 
and went on to earn Hall of 
Fame recognition at Xavier 
University in New Orleans. 
Dukes was a professional ball 
player in Europe. 

“With Dukes- at the helm of 
the program, I know that the 
boys’ basketball program is in 
capable hands, and that it will 
again rise at the level it once 
was.” 

Newly-appointed school 
board president George Will¬ 
iams was not available for 
comment at press time on 
Tuesday. 
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That victory was well earned by our team, we have 
had some close calls early in the season.

The Twisters kept their win 
streak alive last week. 

But, just barely. 

No. 4 went into the Twisters’ 
win column thanks to a last 
play “Hail Mary” pass that Rob 
Elswick completed to Wayne’s 
Reggie Brandon for a 26-yard 
TD that sealed the Twisters’ 
20-19 victory over the Black 
Swamp Patriots. 

The close call came in the 
wake of an overtime victory 
against the Fury, the Twisters’ 
playoff nemesis. 

The win also was the fourth 
in a row for Twister CEO Glenn 
Brothers, who said he was 
elated over the victory despite 
the closeness of the game. 

“It was a great win for us,” 
said Brothers later. “There 
were only eight seconds left 
and I thought to myself that 
‘there goes our win streak’, but 
the kids came through. 

“That Elswick-to-Brandon 
pass was really something. 
These kids deserve a lot of 
credit.” 

It was the fourth win in the 
row for the undisputed North 
Division leaders of the Lake 
Shore Football League. 

With the hard-fought victory 
under their belts, the Twisters 
also posted a victory over the 
always dangerous Zanesville 
Fury. 

Topical of their past en¬ 
counters with the Fury, this 
match up again proved to be 
tough and resulted in another 
cliffhanger that was resolved 
in OT. 

The scoring opened in the 
second quarter as the Fury 
drew first blood and took full 
advantage of an errant Twister 
pass that gave the opponents 
possession on the Twister 20 
yard line. 

Eight plays later, the Fury 
hit pay dirt. 

Although the Twister de¬ 
fense dug in and refused to 


give up the point- after, the 
Fury had the lead and was on 
top 6-0, the first time a team 
had led the local gridders. 

However, three minutes 
later, the Twisters came back 
with the equalizer. They de¬ 
cided to go to the air on a last- 
ditch pass effort from the Fury 
45 and Elswick found Brandon 
open again and scored with 15 
seconds left in the initial half. 

Chuck Petitpas booted the 
extra point, lifting the Twisters 
to a 7-6 lead that stood up until 
the fourth quarter. 

In the third, both defenses 
took command and refused to 
give up crucial yardage. 

Then, with four minutes left 
in the game, the Fury managed 
to break loose for a TD and it 
opted to go for the two-point 
conversion, which was suc¬ 
cessful. 

Now up 14-7, the Fury had 
the Twisters’ where they 
wanted them - deep in their 
own territory and only three 
minutes to the final whistle. 
But the never-say-die Twisters, 
sparked by Elswick, who found 
receiver Leonard Morawa in 
the end zone for a 22-yard TD 
toss, put them back in the 
game. 

Petitpas’s second poipt- 
after was good, and the two 
1 teams were looking at a 14-all 
' score with 55 seconds left. The 
Fury returned the ensuing 
kickoff to their own 39, and on 
their second play from scrim¬ 
mage fumbled the ball to the 
Twisters. 

Before time ran out, Pe¬ 


titpas attempted a 54-yard 
field goal that fell just shy of 
the crossbar. 

The Twisters and the Fury 
were now looking at their first 
“sudden death overtime pe¬ 
riod.” 

Although the Twisters won 
the toss, they decided to go on 
defense and their opponents 
managed to return the kickoff 
to their own 31 yard line. 

Seven plays later the 
Twisters received the ball 
again thanks to the Fury’s gen¬ 
erosity in the form of a fumble, 
recovered by the Twisters’ 
Aaron Brothers. 

Now, deep in Fury territory, 
the Twisters didn’t let the op¬ 
portunity slip them by. 

Elswick engineered a seven- 
play series that culminated 
with running back Lamar 
Spalding powering his way 
into the end zone for the deci¬ 
sive touchdown. 

“That victory was well- 
earned by our team,” said 
Brothers after the Twisters 
walked off the field 20-14 win¬ 
ners. “We have had some close 
calls early in the season.” 

The Twisters will be on the 
road this weekend, traveling to 
Lorain, Ohio to face the Steel¬ 
men at Oberlin High School in 
Overlin, Ohio. The Twisters 
will return home to the Acad¬ 
emy of Detroit, nee Cherry Hill 
High School, the following 
weekend. 

On Aug. 28, the Twisters are 
scheduled to take on Lima, 
Ohio’s Thunder. The kickoff is 
scheduled for 3:30 p.m.
